London, July 26. 

The main object of the Government’s foreign 
policy was the maintenance of peace and the 
removal, as far as practicable, of all causes of 
possible conflict in the grievances of one country 
against another, declared the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain, at the last foreign 
affairs debate in the House of Commons before 
the summer recess. 

Mr. Chamberlain added: ‘‘Let no one, either 
in this country or elsewhere, for one moment 
imagine that, though we seek peace, we are 
willing to sacrifice British honour and Britain's 
vital interests. \ 

“We are making great progress with our 
great re-armament programme, and day by day 
the armed strength of this country is becoming 
more formidable. 

“While that tremendous power remains 
there as a guarantee to enable us to defend 
if we are attacked. We are not 
unmindful of the fact-that, though it is good to 
have a giant of strength, it would be tyrannous 
to use it. .

URTAINS are such an 
important item in any 
rooin that their choice de- 
serve a good deal more at- 
tention that it sometimes 
gets. One cannot go far 
wrong with casement cur- 
tains ‘or “screens,” because 
they are chosen with a view 
more or less to provide pri- 
vacy, and are usually carried 
out—no matter what the 
material—in a neutral 
shade.

Unless the curtains ore of suMcient 
width they will lool skimpy. when 
closed. Even If they are never 
wanted to close, sufficient width Is 
necessary for their appearance. On 
the other hand, heavy | curtains 
should not be too full or. the folds 
will make them fur too bulky. 


When making curtains of artificial 
alls or cretonne, or any of the thin- 
ner miuterials, you should . measure 
‘cross the width of the window and 
add half the width of each curtain. 
Thus, if your window measures ‘60 
Inches across, then your curtains to- 
gether will measure 90 inches, or 46 
inches each, 


Frilly curtains require even ao little 
more fullness than this, but less full- 
ness than the above measurements 
will. result In ‘that “skimpy” ap- 
pearance which should be avoided.

We have received instructions 
from tho Kwangtung Finance

“In accordance with rocords 
on file, a transit tox should be 
levied on all goods passing 
tho. locality. It is our under- 
standing that goods arc somc- 
times shtpped to Hunan and 
Hankow direct from Kowloon by 
train.

Italy had kept full faith with Great 
Britaln by n reduction of the garrison 
in Libya, the cessation of ant!-British 
propaganda and collaboration on the 
Non-Intervention Committee. 


“We ennnot abandon the position 
we have taken up regarding a settle- 
ment of the Spanish question,” said 
Mr. Chamberlain. “On the other 
hand we do profoundly regret the un- 
forescen delay in the completion of 
the Agreement, and shall do all we 
possibly can to facilitate the with- 
drawal of foreign volunteers from 
Spain, in order that that country may 
cease to offer any thrent to the peace 
of Europe.” 


Czechs Not Hustled 


The Prime Minister denied rumours 
that the Government had hustled 
Czecho-Slovalsia, and added that, In 
response to a request from Czecho- 
Slovakia, the British Government 
had agreed to propose that Lord 
Runciman should go to Czecho- 
Slovoicia as Investigator and mediator, 
Lord Runciman would not be, in any 
sense, an arbitrator and would be 
independent of the British Govern- 
ment.

Regarding the US. trade negotiu-

There was goodwill on 
both sides, however, and he expressed 
the hope that they would net have to 
wait too long before an announce- 
ment to the effect that an agreed 
conclusion had been reached. 


Assistance to China 


The Prime Minister explained that 
while the British Government had 
not been able to grant a guarantecd 
loan to China, it did not exclude other 
forms of assistance, financial or 
otherwise. 


Referring again to the Czecha- 
Slovakian problem, Mr. Chamberlain 
emphasised that the British Govern- 
ment had continually urged the need 
for patience in a very dificult and 
delicate situation. 


“If only we could find some peace- 
ful solution to the question we would 
fe@] that the way is open again for 
a further effort ‘towards general 
appeasement.” 


Mr, Chamberlain cited the Anglo- 
German naval agreement as demon- 
strating the possibility of a compicte 
agreement between democratic and 
totalitarian States and saw no reason 
why the experience should not be 
repeated. 


In this agreement Herr Hitler had 
made a notable gesture of the most 
practical kind for the protection of 
peace, the value of which had not 
even been fully appreciated. 


Tension Relaxed 


Mr. Chamberlain concluded: “We 
feel dhat the atmosphere has lighten- 
ed-and throughout the Continent 
there had been a relaxation of the 
sense of, tension which six months 
ago was so oppressive, 


Towards that lightening of the 
atmosphere and slackening of tension 
the British Government, we believe, 
mnde its contribution. 

“We believe that, in the end, we 
will succeed in_ bringing back 
security and confidence to Europe.” 
(Cheers). .

CHIANG'S NEW 
STRATEGY 

In the news from China yes- 
terday there was one very 
significant development which, 
bul for the sensational story of 
the Japanese advance upon and 
capture of Kiukiang, would have 
been given more prominence and 
the attention it deserved. It 
was the story of Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek’s strategy in South 
Shansi and North Honan, his 
massing of some 200,000 troops 
for what Tokyo fears is to be a 
counter-offensive to recover the 
lunghai railway, now sparsely 
held by little Japanese garrisons 
following the interruption of the 
northern campaign which was to 
have encompassed the city of 
Hankow. Floods in the Yellow 
River stopped the Japanese ad- 
vance, and caused them to con- 
centrate their striking force in 
the Yangtse for a blow at Han- 
kow from that quarter. But 
the concentration in the Yangtse, 
necessarily large, was apparently 
obtained at the expense of garri- 
sons farther north. Reports 
from Chinese troops operating 
in Shansi express surprise at the 
sudden withdrawal of Japanese 
forces which have been con- 
fronting them up to recently, 
but which have now been re- 
called—apparently for duty on 
the more vital front. The same 
situation existed in Honan. 
With the floods and the bogging 
down of much of the heavy 
equipment of the Japanese army 
-—no-one knows how much was 
lost on that ill-starred enterprise 
—the high command ordered a 
general withdrawal, leaving be- 
hind only such forces as were 
deemed necessary to guard the 
key-points already accupied. 
These garrisons were small; and 
at that time, with the Chinese 
apparently disorganised after the 
swift retreat out of Honan, 
there seemed no need for any 
powerful defence force along the 
Lunghai_ railway. Now — the 
situation has altered. There is’ 
an organised and highly mobile 
Chinese-army massed for action 
just beyond the farthest fringe 
of the Japanese occupation, and 
it is rapidly closing in, from all 
accounts, on the hopelessly out- 
numbered troops whom Doihara 
and the.other Japanese generals 
left te’ hold such places as 
Kaifeng. : 

This is becoming an old story 
now and should have taught the 
Japanese that their conquests, 
spectreular it is true, are far 
from subduing the millions upon 
whom Chiang Kai-shek can call. 
Ags the Japanese advance in one 
sector, piercing a relatively nar- 
row section of Chinese defences, 
80 reorganised fighting men, 
seattered by earlier defents, 
press back into the “occupied” 
country and harass garrisons and 
their lines of communication 
endlessly, The entire Shantung

‘Three Men will 
Rule Kngland 
When War Comes 


Three virtually “unknown” 


men, whose ages average only 


54 years, would be supreme commanders of Great Britain's arm- 
ed forces if another major war broke out over Hurope to-morrow. 


With Britain now virtually France's 
military ally, one of those men prob- 
ably would be commander-in-chief 
of the combined Britlsh and French 
war fleets. Another probably would 
be supreme commander of the two air 
forces, A French general—a modern 
Foech—almest certuinly would head 
a combination of France's great mill- 
tary machine and Britain's small, 
newly mechanized sand forces. 

In 1938, Just as in 2924, the man 
on whose shoulders would He the 
heuviest responsibility for the ul- 
tmate safety of the British Empire 
would be the commander-in-chief of 
the British ‘navy. No military or 
aerial might could save Great Bri- 
tain herself from starvation or the 
emplre “ from disintegration if the 
navy Jost control of the seas against 
a major European power. 

NO. I ADMIRAL SHY 


The man slated for that job—and 
probubly for the command of the 
combined British und French ficets 
—is shy, 59-year-old Admiral Sir 
Roger Roland Charles Backhouse, 
communder-In-chief of the British 
Home Fleet from 1935 to 1938. 

In September this year Backhouse 
will become First Sea Lord and 
Chief of Naval Staff in succession to 
Lord Chatfleld, who has held that 
bost since January, 1933. Chatfield, 
silent, reserved “big ship” mun, is 67. 
But if a major war broke out between 
now and September Backhouse, whe 
Is 8 years Chatfield’s junior, prob- 
ably would step into his shoes imme- 
diately. 

To most of his fellow-countrymen, 
Sir Roger Backhouse is merely a 
name, if that. In the navy, however, 
he Js described as “perhaps the most 
Popular oMcer since Nelson.” 

ALWAYS SHUNS PUBLICITY 


Tall and spare, clean-shaven, with 
thinning hair and prominent nose, 
Backhouse js reputedly the possessor 
of the loudest purade-ground voice 
in the British navy. He js intensely 
shy, however, and detests publicity. 
That explams partly why he is al- 
most “unknown.” 

He comes of a Quaker family. One 
of his brothers is a scholar of Orien- 
tal longuages. Another js an ad- 
miral, and a third was in the army 
during the World War and is now a 
business man. - 

Sir Roger Backhouse wag born in 
1878. He was Lord Jellicoe's flag- 
commander on board the Iron Duke 
in 1914-15, and fought -in ‘the battle 
of Jutland, He commanded the Ist 
Battle = Squadron = Mediterrancan 
Fleet from 1932 to 1934, and Was 
made commander-in-chicf of the 
Home Fiect in 1935. He is a fun- 
nery expert And a stiff disciplinarian, 
One fellow-oMeer once deserlbed him 


Peninsula, for instance, is said 
to be over-run with guerillas.

NEWALL AIR FORCE HEAD 

Even less known to the public 
gencrally is 52-year-old Air Chicf 
Marshal Sir Cyril Louis Norton 
Newall, the man responsible for 
transforming Great Britain’s rapidly 
expanding air force into a formid- 
able fighting; machine und potential 
weapon of destruction. On the out- 
break of war his job would comprise 
the defence of Great Britain's teem- 
ing cliies against air attack and the 
organization of swift reprisals against 
an enemy. 

With the use of French airdromes

Str Cyril Newall began his career 
in the army. In appearance he js the 
typical Britlsh army officer, square- 
Jawed, keen-eyed, with closely clip- 
ped tovthbrush mustache and mili- 
tary bearing. His heir Is dark and 
beginning to thin out on top. He has 
the reputatlon of being a martinet 
and, like Sir Roger Backhouse, he 
dislikes publicity. His photograph 
rarely is scen In British newspapers. 
His wife, whom he married in 1925, 
ts an American-born woman. 

FOUGHT ON FRONTIER 

Newall was in the British army 
from 1905 to 1914 and saw active 
service in one of the periodical “llt- 
tic wars” onthe restiess Indian North- 
cast fronticr. He first learned to fly 
when home on leave in 1911 and holds 
one of the earliest certificates of the 
Royal Acro Club, 

Immediately after the outbreak of 
the World War, Newall was trans- 
ferred to the Royal Flying Corps, 
which later was merged into the 
Royal Alr Force. In 1916 he was 
placed in command of the special 
No. 41 Wing of the R.A.F., which ear- 
ricd out bombing reprisals against 
the Germans. 

In October, 1931, he was given 
command of the R.A.P. in the Middle 
East. Four years Jater he was made 
® member of the powerful Air coun- 
cil in connection with R.A.F. expan- 
sion programme, at that time just 
beginning. He became air chief 
ine and chief of the air staff in 


GORT BETTER KNOWN. 

The third and best known of Bri- 
tain’s present-day war ieaders is the 
Chicf. of the Imperinl General Staff, 
Viscount Gort, 51 yenr old, energetic, 
frank-spoken holder .of the highest 
awards for gallantry {n the British 
army. He was placed at the head 
of Britain’s land forees in December, 
1937, when dynamic War Minister 
Leslie Hore-Bellsha made a clean 
sweep of the “higher ups” at the 
War Office and replaced them with 
younger men. 

Hore-Belishn, 1 former newspaper~ 
man, is 2 master of the art of pub- 
licity. That explains in part why 
Viscount Gort is comparatively well 
known. During’ the World War he 
won the Victoria. Cross—most prized 
reward for gallantry on active ser= 
vice, the Distinguished Service Order 
with two bars, and the Military Cross, 
Additionally he was mentioned nine 
times In dispatches. He was fencral 
staff oflecr to the Shangha} Defonse 
Force in 1927, and he held hitth staff 
appointments in England and Indian. 

When Hore-Bellsha appointed him 
chief of imperial general staff: Vis- 
count Gort assumed entire responsi- 
billty for training the newly me- 
chanized British army. He and’ Hore- 
Belisha first met in Switzerland when 
they connoned cach other accidental- 
ly on skl-slope, They became food 
friends, and it was thls chnnce mect- 
ing that probably ultimately Ied to 
Gort’s appointment os supreme com~ 
mander of Britain's Iand forces. 

He ‘s short, slim, fresh-com- 
plexioned, with close-cut mustache 
and thinning hair, On him would 
devolve the sesponsivilty for sending 
tu Britlsh Expeditionary Force to the 
Continent in the event of war,

THE QUEEN’S EDINBURGH 


T may be permissible for a humbic 
former member of the old Queen's 
Edinburgh te lay a stone on its,calrn, 
in the shape of a very brief historical 
sketch, on the occasion of its modern 
successor entering upon an execeding- 
ly important and interesting form of 
duty, 

The 1st Clty Edinburgh Volunteer 
Regiment was embodicd in 1859, the 
year in which the Volunteer Force 
received the sanction of Parllament. 
Its title was soon changed into that of 
The Queen's Edinburgh Rifie Volun- 
tecr Regiment, by special permission 
from Queen Victorla os a recognition 
of the fact that it was the frst Volun- 
teer corps that Her Majesty had seen

In 1924 Labour, as a Government — 
although a minorlty Government-—had at Inst 
an opportunity of directly shaping inter- 
nuaftfonnl policy, How did 1t use that oppor- 
tunity? It used it to secure A movement to 
world peace through the Geneva Protocol, 
which would have given the world an inter- 
national system based on arbitration, dis- 
armament, and a properly organised. specific 
and automatic collective security for all mem- 
bers of the Lengue of Nations. 

A Disarmament Conference was called for 
1925—but Labour was driven from office with 
the fake sere of the Zinoeviev Letter, and the 
Conservatlve Government which succeeded {t 
delayed the calling of that conference and 
scrapped the Protocol. 


GAIN, In 1929, a Labour Govern- 
ment — although once more a 
minorlty Government—ruled.

Since then the deterloration in inter- 
national relations has continued at an almost 
incredible speed. To look upon the prospects 
for international appeasement which existed 
in 1931 under ao Labour Government and to 
look upon the situation to-day, 1s to look 
almost upon two different worlds. 


policy In international affairs has 

demonstrably been proved correct 
on cvery major issue, and which in Its two 
periods of office brought the world nearer to 
peace than ever before or since, that Labour

“The war is still being carried 
on in China with all the horrors 
seemingly inseparable from 
war,” he said. 

He added thot the Brussels Con- 
ference Inst November had showed 
clearly enough that no proposal in- 
volving any intetvention in the con- 
flict on the part of the members of 
(he League of Nations would have 
any chance of acceptance. 

“His Majesty's Government cannot, 
ef course, undertuke Intervention 
alone,” Mr, Chamberlain said. 

“We have considered Jong and 
anxiously whether we would be justi- 
fed fn introducing the — speetal 
legislation if the Government had 
Hranted or guaranteed on loan to 
Chinn, and we came finally to the 
conclusion that we should not) be 
justified in the cause of s Juan which 
would have to be based on security 
of hypothetical value, and in regard 
tu which it would be by no means 
certaln, tf granted, that it would 
achleve the ubject intended. 

“But the fact that we have not 
been able to grant or to gunrantee o 
loan to China does not exclude other 
forms of assistance, financial or 
otherwise.

“These proposals ure now under

~ London, July 26. 

The main object of the Government’s foreign 
policy was the maintenance of peace and the 
removal, as far as practicable, of all causes of 
possible conflict in the grievances of one country 
against another, declared the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain, at the last foreign 
affairs debate in the House of Commons before 
the summer recess. 

Mr. Chamberlain added: ‘Let no one, either 
in this country or elsewhere, for one moment 
imagine that, though we seek peace, we are 
willing to sacrifice British honour and Britain’s 
vital interests. * 

“We are making great progress with our 
great re-armament programme, and day by day 
the armed strength of this country is becoming 
more formidable. te 

“While that tremendous power remains 
there as a guarantee tu enable us to defend 
ourselves if we are attacked. We are not 
unmindful of the fact that, though it is good to 
have a giant of strength, it would be tyrannous 
to use it. 


Referring to the Royal visit: te 
France, Mr. Chamberlaln assuclated 
himself with the tribute paid by Sir 
Archibald Sinelair--who opened the 
debate on behalf of the Liberal Op- 
position—at the magnificent reception 
accorded Their Majesties in Paris.

CHIANG'S NEW 
STRATEGY 
In the news from China yes- 
terday there was one very 
significant development which, 
but for the sensational story of 
the Japanese advance upon and 


capture of Kiukiang, would have ' 


been given more prominence and 
the attention it deserved. It 
was the story of Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek’s strategy in South 
Shansi and North Honan, his 
massing of some 200,000 troops 
for what Tokyo fears is to be a 
counter-offensive to recover the 
lunghai railway, now sparsely 
held by little Japanese garrisons 
following the interruption of the 
northern campaign which was to 
have encompassed the city of 
Hankow. Floods in the Yellow 
River stopped the Japanese ad- 
vance, and caused them to con- 
centrate their striking force in 
the Yangtse for a blow at Han- 
kow from that quarter. But 
the concentration in the Yangtse, 
necessarily large, was apparently 
obtainéd at the expense of garri- 
sons farther north. Reports 
‘from Chinése troops operating 
in Shansi express surprise at the 
sudden withdrawal of Japanese 
forces which have been con- 
fronting them up to recently, 
but which have now been re- 
called—apparently for duty on 
the more vital front. The same 
situation existed in Honan. 
With the floods and the bogging 
down of much of the heavy 
equipment of the Japanese army 
——-no-one knows how much was 
lost on that ill-starred enterprise 
—the high command ordered a 
general withdrawal, leaving be- 
hind only such. forces as were 
deemed necessary to guard the 
key-points already occupied. 
These garrisons were small; and 
at that time, with the Chinese 
apparently disorganised after the 
swift retreat out of Honan, 
there seemed no need for any 
powerful defence force along the 
Lunghai_ railway. Now the 
situation has altered. There is 
an organised and highly mobile 
Chinese army massed for action 
just beyond the farthest fringe 
of the Japanese occupation, and 
it is rapidly closing in, from all 
accounts, on the hopelessly out- 
numbered troops whom Doihara 
and the other Jnpanese generals 
Icft to hold such places as 
Kaifeng. 

This is becoming an old story 
now and should have taught the 
Japanese that-their vonquests, 
spectacular it is true, are far 
from subduing the millions upon 
whom Chiang Kai-shek can call. 
As the Japanese advance in onc 
sector, piercing a relatively nar-

Three Men will 


Kule England 
When War Comes 


Three virtually “unknown” 


men, whose ages average only 


54 years, would be supreme commanders of Great Britain’s arm- 
ed forces if another major war broke out over Europe to-morrow. 


With Britain now virtually France's 
military ally, one of those men prob- 
ably would be commander-in-chief 
of the combined British and French 
war fleets. Another probably would 

upreme commander of the two air 
fon . A French general—a modern 
Foch—almost certainly would head 
au combination of France's great mili- 
tary machine and Britain's small, 
newly mechinized land forces. 

In 1938, just ag in 1914, the man 
on whose shoulders would lie the 
heaviest responsibility for the ul- 
timate safety of the British Empire 
would be the commander-in-chicf of 
the British navy. No military or 
aerial might could save Great Bri- 
tain herself from starvation or the 
empire from disinttgration if the 
navy lost control of the seas against 
a major European power. 

NO. 1 ADMIRAL SHY 


The man slated for that job—and 
probably for the command of the 
combined British and French ficets 
—is shy, SP-ycur-old Admiral Sir 
Roger Roland Charles Backhouse, 
commander-in-chicf ‘of the British 
Home Filect from 1935 to 1938. 

In September this year Backhouse 
will become First Sea Lord and 
Chief of Naval Staff in succcssion to 
Lord Chatfield, who has held that 
post since Junuary, 1933. Chatfield, 
silent, reserved “big ship” man, is 67. 
But if a major war broke out between 
now and Septembcr Backhouse, who 
1s 8 years Chatficld's junior, prob- 
ably would step into his shoes immet- 
diately. 

To most of his fellow-countrymen, 
Sir Roger Backhouse is merely a 
name, if that. In the navy, however, 
he is described as “perhaps the most 
popular officer since Nelson.” 


ALWAYS SHUNS PUBLICITY 


Tall and sparc, clean-shaven, with 
thinning hair and prominent nose, 
Backhouse is reputedly the possessor 
of the loudest parade-ground voice 
in the British navy. He Js intenscly 
shy, however, and detests publicity. 
That explains partly why he is al- 
most “unknown.” 

He comes of a Quaker family. One 
of his brothers is a scholar of Orien- 
tal languages. Another js an ad- 
miral, and a third was in the army 
during the World War and is now a 
business man. 

Sir Roger Backhouse was born in 
1878, “He was Lord Jellicoc’s flag- 
commander on board the Iron Duke 
in 1914-15, and fought in the battle 
of Jutland, He commanded the Ist 
Battla Squadron Mediterranean 
Flect. from 1932 to 1034, and was 
made commander-in-chief of the 
Home Fiect in 1035. He Js a fun- 
nery expert and a stiff disciplinarian. 
One fcllow-officer once described him 


Peninsula, for instance, is said 
te be over-run with guerillas. 
And it is well-known that Peip- 
ing is a sort of oasis in a desert 
of guerilla war. Shansi, too, 
hag seen the gradual retirement 
of the invaders. And so it goes. 
Honan is likely to experience a 
second wave of fighting, with the 
Chinese taking the initiative. 
If Marshal Chiang speeds these 
operations they may have a con- 
siderable effect upon Japanese 
strategy on the Yangtse. But 
whether they do or not, the 
indications are. that Japan will 
have to “conquer” the provinces 
again and again until China—or 
the invaders themselves—is ex- 
hausted. When Japanese states- 
men speak of the possibility of 
a ton or twenty yenrs’ war they 
are doubtless thinking of their 
ineffectual attempts to control 
the many areas which they have 
alroady invaded and where their 
foothold is precarious at best.

NEWALL AIR FORCE HEAD 

Even less known to the public 
generally is 52-year-old Air Chief 
Marshal Sir Cyril Louis Norton 
Newall, the man responsible for 
transforming Great Britain's rapidly 
expanding air force inte a formid- 
-able fighting machine and potential 
weapon of destruction. On the out- 
break of war his job would comprise 
the defence of Great Britain's teem- 
ing: cities against air attack and the 
organization of swift reprisals against 
an enemy. ; 

With the use of French airdromes 
already fuarantecd for the Royal Air 
Force, Newall probably would as- 


sume supreme command of the com- }. 


bined air armadas of the two coun- 
tries. 

Sir Cyril Newall began his carcer 
in the army. In appearance he Js the 
typical British army officer, squarc- 
jawed, keen-cyed, with closely clip- 
ped toothbrush mustache and mili- 
tary bearing. His hair ts dark and 
beginning to thin out on top. “He has 
the reputation of being a martinet 
and, like Sir Roger Backhouse, he 
dislikes publicity. His photograph 
rarely is seen in British newspapers. 
His wife, whom he married in 1925, 
is an American-born woman. 

FOUGHT ON FRONTIER 

Newall was in the British army 
from 1905 to 1914 and saw active 
service in one of the periodical “It- 
tle wars” on the restless Indlan North- 
enst frontier. He first Jearned to fly 
when home on leave in 1911 and holds 
one of the carlicst certificates of the 
Royal Acro Club. 

Immediately after the outbreak of 
the World War, Newall was trans- 
ferred to the Royal Flying Corps, 
which later was merged into the 
Royal Air Foree. In 1916 he .was 
placed In command of the ‘spcclal 
No. 41 Wing of the R.ALP., which car- 
rled out bombing reprisals against 
the Germans. 

In October, 1931, he was given 
command of the R.A.F, in the Middle 
East. Four ycurs later he was made 
a member of the powerful Air coun- 
cil In connection with R.A. expan- 
sion programme, at that time just 
beginning. He beeame air chict 
marshal and chlef of the alr stoi in 
1937. 

GORT BETTER KNOWN 

The third and best known of Bri- 
tain’s present-day war feaders is the 
Chief of the Imperial Gencral Staff, 
Viscount Gort, 51 year old, energetic, 
frank-spokern holder of the highest 
awards for gallantry in the British 
army. He was’ placed at the head 
of Britain’s land forces In December, 
1037, when dynamic War Minister 
Leslie Hore Beane made oa clean 
sweep ol 1e “higher ups’ at the 
War Office and replaced them with 
younger men, 

Hore-Bellsha, a former newspaper- 
man, is 1 master of the art of pub- 
licity. That explains in part why 
Viscount Gort is comparatively well 
known. During the World War he 
won the Victorin Cross—most prized 
reward for gallantry on active ser- 
vice, the Distinguished Service Order 
wlth two bars, and the Military Cross. 
Additiogally he was mentioned ning 
times in dispotehes. He was general 
staff officer to the Shanghal Defense 
Force in 1927, and he held high staff 
appointments in England and India, 

When Hore-Belisha appointed him 
chief of imperint generni staff Vis- 
count Gort assumed cntlre responsi\- 
bility for training the newly me-« 
ehanized British army. He and Hore- 
Bellsha first met in Switzerland when 
they cannoned cach other necidental- 
ly ona skl-slope.| They beenme stood 
friends, and St was thin chance mect- 
ing that probably ultimately Iced ta 
Gort’s appoiniment as supreme com- 
mander of Britain's land forces, 

He is short, sili, fresh-com- 
plexioned, with close-cut mustache 
and thinning halr, On him would 


devolve the responsibilty for sending 
a British Expeditionary Force to the 
Continent in the event of war.

After 
graduation, he was said to have 
gone out to Australia in order 
to seek his fortune; put failing 
there, he decided to come to the 
newly-opened Colony of Hong- 


kong. 

His sojourn in the Antipodes curn- 
ed for him a reputation of being an 
ndventurer, and he was classed upon 
his arrival in the Colony in July 
1943, as “another onc of those Syd- 
ney ducks” who scemed at that day 
to have been present here In con- 
sidernble numbers. 


STARTED NEWSPAPER 


shortly after his

Mr. McSwyncy, 
arrival, proceeded to 
“borrowed capital” #8 newspaper 
called the Eastern Globe. This 
enterprise which at Orst seemed to 
be so full of promise was in reality 
an nugury of what was in the future 
for the man that wis the entre- 
prencer, Failure stallsed it from the 
start, and the paper “folded up” 

after putting out but six Issues. 

Mr. MeSwyncy then secured =a 
position_as Clerls to the Magistrate, 
Major Cuine, and continued in that 
post until the opening of the Supreme 
Court on October 1, 1944, when he 
became Clerk. His next appoint- 

_ ment was that of Deputy-Registrar 
of the Court, but this was Jikewise 
short-lived; for he resigned ‘under 
pressure” on May 1, 1845, It was 
given out, however, that the reason 
for his resignation was his desite to 
practice law, but it appears that the 
assumption of the legal vocation was 
in reality a forced decision. Chief 

Justice John Walter Hulme, how- 

ever, fclt sorry for Mr, McSwyncy 

and admitted him to practice in the 

Court. Mr, McSwyney’s leral 

ndvertisement in the local press 

(lawyers were permitted to advertise 

at that time) reads 45 follows: 

“Percy Coulincourt McSwyncy, 

parrister-at-law, attorncy. solicitor, 

proctor, and notary public : 
can be consulted at his offices, corner 
of Wellington and Cochrane Streets.” 


MADE CORONER 


Mr. McSwyney seemed to have 
some friends remaining, in influential 
positions in the colonial administra- 
tion; for in the middlc of the follow- 

tng ‘year, he secured the post of 
Coroner. His appointment was duly 
announced in the Government 
Gazette on June 13, 1846 as effective 
from May 29. If he could have re~- 
tained this new post, It would have 
peen o very good thing for him, os 
he had in addition his private legal 
practice, which was beginning = to 
develop favourably, Fate, however, 
held otherwise, and in an inquest on 
a Chinese girl on July 15, he mnde 
his first  scrious blunder. This 
_ wornun was a prostitute who had 
been turned out to die, her mistress, 
giving as an excuse for her cruel 
action that she feared “Jest her house 
be deflsd by the girl remaining 
there”* The poor. woman Was 
aecordingly driven out upon the hill- 
_ aide, where she shortly diced from 
hunger and exposure. : 

It seemed n cnse. of deliberate 
murder on the part of the brothel 
Iceeper, Chue A-icwel, but Mr. Me- 
Swyney stated that the unfortunate 
-erenture “‘dicd by visitation of God.” 
Such a statement by the Coroner 
under the circumstonees wns bound 
not to pass unchallenged, and the 
populnce was indignant. Mr. Me- 
Swyncy had “bungled,” and although 
the mistress was subsequently 
arrested, sho was discharged with 
the payment of a small fine, Such 
an action on the part of the official 
Coroner was neither forgotten nor 
forgiven, and the populace was 
nnxious that he should be speedily 
relieved of his post. The adminis- 
tration, however, whilst highly in- 
censed at his Incapnelty decided to 
bide its time for a season, until more 
suMeclent rensons should occur for his 

“nward of permanent. conge. It did 
not hove long to wait; for on Octo- 
ber 27, 1846 occurred an incident 
which was to. bring: about his dis- 
missnl from office, and pave the way 
for his downfall. . 


THE DUNCAN CASE 
On this date,

Accordingly, the 
sail-maler thought It would be a 
brilliant Sdea if the Chinese eraft in 
the harbour were — searched. His 
scheme won the approbation of an 
Inspector, and the siil-maker set out 
on his quest accompanied by a Police 
Constable named Jenkins. 
were sallingg about the harbour 
the vicinity of West Point they en- 
countered oa darre Chinese junk. 
Whether the approach — of the 
forelsners frightened — the Chinese 


aboard is not known, but seme 20; 


or 300 men jumped overboard and 
struele out for the — shore. Upon 
arriving. at the vessel, some 13 
Chinese were found abourd, together 
with no quantity of knives, swords, 
and otber weapons. Duncan and 
Jenkins Immediately Jumped to the 
conclusion that these men were prob- 
ably plrates, and arrested the whole 
lot Upen bringing them to the 
Magistracy, the Magistrate, Mr. ‘e. 
B, Hiller, entered into this singular 
drama, by sentencing four of — the 
men (all residents of Victoria) te 50 
strokes of the rattan and ordering 
them to be turned over to the Man- 
darin at Kewloon, The other nine 
were sent to prison for three months 
with hard labour. 


Evidence in the case was not 


strong. If wus simply the word of 
the two foreigners and the additional 
facts that the vessel carried some 
arms, and that some of her crew had 
jumped overboard at their approach. 
It wns afterwards affirmed that the 
yessel was a harmless one, and that 
the men were so_ afraid of the 
thregtening. attitude of the armed 
foreigners that they fled for their 
lives. Of these men, five were 
drowned and four of their bodies 
were washed up on the island the 
following day. 


ENTER McSWYNEY 


Mr. McSwyney as the Coroner now 
appeared on the scene of this melo- 
droma as a principal actor. From 
October 29 to November 2, the 
Coroner's inquest was held, and if 
we arc to belleve the contemporary 
uccounts, It was thoroughly muddled. 
Mr, McSwyney’s Incompetency man}- 
fested at the previous inquest on 
July 15, was on this occasion a 
thousand-fold worse. It Js unneces- 
sary to go into all the details of how 
the matter was 50 thoroughly 
bungled, but Mr, McSwyncy, in his 
other capacity of legal practitioner 
acted for the nine prisoners who 
had been sent to gaol, und secured 
thelr releuse on a habeas corpts on 
November 16. These nine Chinese 
having been proven innocent, there 
yet remained the case of the four 
who hnd been flogged and_sent to 
the Mandarin at Kowloon, Further- 
mort, there were the five men who 
had been drowned in the harbour. 
On this latter count, the sail-maker 
and the constable were held on a 
charge of manslaughter. The 
attorney for tlc accused Englishmen 
was Mr. Edward Farncomb, a clever 
Invyer, who on the very day 
(November 18) that Mr. McSwyney 
had secured the release of the nine 
men, also managed to turn the Lables 
on hun and have his clients acquitted 
on the charge of manslaughter. 
This was in fact duc to Mr. Mc- 
Swyney hnvinig confused the case 
from beginning to end, first with his 
inquest in his capneity as Coroner. 
In fact, when the Chief Justice, Mr. 
Hulme, delivered his judgment, he 
stunted that the whole proceeding was 
frregular, and consequently null and 
vold. “Fivé innocent men had been 
drowned, thirteen men had been flog- 
“ed, and nine imprisoned,” and more- 
over, Mr, McSwyney had in his carc~ 
Iess and inefficient handling of the 
case mode the matter so utterly con- 
trary to all legal principles that the 
affair turned out io be an awkward 
mess that was a shame on court pro- 
ecdure and the administration of jus- 


tlee In the Colony. Bitlerly did the 
Chief Justice lash Mr. MeSwyncy, 
and the Government now toolt action 
and on November 24, 1846, he was re- 
moved from the office of Coroner. 


SUED A CLIENT 


After hly dismissal from office, Mr, 
McSwyncy continued in hig vocation 
toa barrister for a time, but he seems 
to have made himself such a thorough 

wolf” that he earned for himaclf 
the condemnation of all the other 
Tegnl practitioners then in the Colony.

was soon credited with a comfortable 
fortune. About this time, too, he 
became acquainted with a Chinese 
woman, by name, A-ho. She repre- 
sented herself to be the widow of # 
wealthy Fuldienese merchant, and 
promised that if Mr. MeSwyncy 
would marry her, she would make 
over to him all hor property alleged- 
ly consisting of a considerable amount 
of rea! eslate in Canton. This proved 
quite an inducement to the disbarred 
Jawyer, and he at once went up with 
the woman to look over the property. 
A-ho pointed out a large house which 
she stated to be hers, and introduced 
him to a man whom she declared was 
her brother-in-law. This individual 
was supposedly the master of a large 
fea export firm and wus stated to 
have been delighted to mect his pro- 
spective European relative. He fur- 
ther promised Mr. McSwyney that he 
would tale him into full partnership, 
and let him manage the export por- 
tion of his flourishing business. Mr. 
McSwyncy was, of course, delighted 
and could hardly wait for his return 
to the Colony fn order to marry the 
woman by Chinese custom. 


HAPPINESS SHORT-LIVED 


In the exuberance of his jo t 
being the husband of a wealthy wife 
he gave the new Mrs. McSwyncy 
many valuable trinkcts. Alas, how- 
ever, his happiness was to be short- 
lived. When the time came round 
for him to collect the rentals sup- 
poscdly accruing from his wife's ex- 
tensive holdings, he thought it best to 
make the trip personally. He there- 
fore went up to Canton, and his ex- 
perience dashed his hopes; for he 
found out that he had been swindled. 
Nothing was known of the brother- 
in-law, and. the property holdings of 
hls wife were proven absolutely non- 
existent., 


WIFE DISCHARGED 


One can imagine his anger a: 
disappointment. He hurriedly 
turned to Hongkong, and vented his 
wrath upon the woman. It must 
have been «a dreadful scene, as she 
was turned out of the house. A few 
days Jater, he Jald charges ayainst his 
wife of theft, and when the case was 
brought before the Magistrate, Mr. C. 
B. Hill the latter apparently was 
nonplussed as to how to deal with the 
case In law. He accordingly decided 
to remand the woman “to answer 
any charge that might be brought 
against her by the Altorney General.”

When his plen for bank- 
ruptcy was henrd on September 14, 
1949, Jt was naturally opposed, and 
he was, moreover, proven guilty of 
suppression of property and: mak-

HERE are ih all the countries of the 
world none, I belfove, amongst the 
ordinary people who do not desire 
“peace. 

There may be—there are as the people of 
‘Abyssinia, of Spain, of China, iknow with a 
terrible truth—some among the Governments 
of the world who desire war. 

But the ordinary people wish for pence. 
You cannot talk to them without knowing 
that, whether thoy are British, or American, 
Ironch, or German, or I[tatinn, Russian, or 
Benandinavian, or South American or Central 
European, 

¥ct the world spends to-day six thmes as 
much on arms as it did in 1913 on the eve 
of the greatest war in history. 

Surely the moral ts this: To desire peace 
Jq not cnough; all sensible men desire that, 

It 16 necessary to understand how peace 
can be obtained. 

That 1s not ensy, It Ia because It ts so 
essential that the Labour Party begins next 
week o National Peace week campaifn. 
During that campnign, at meetings all over 
the country and in publications such os the 
brilantly written and Mlustrated “ Your 
Britain,” which is reviewed on another page 
to-day, Labour will put before the people of 
Britaln what tt believes to be the sensatble 
policy for peace. : 

This campatrn was not born out of tho 
prosent Cabinet crisis and Mr. Eden's resigna- 
tion, It was planned long before that arose, 


OMETHING much freater whan a 
Cabinet split and an attack by a 
Party In opposition upon «a Govern- 


mont It belicves to bo mistaken 1s Involved. 


What is involved may well bo the peacc of the 
world, 

Wo face a frightening deterioration in the 
international sltuation, 

When did it begin? It began tn the very 
Treaty of Versaulles which ended the Inst war. 
Against provisions tn that Trenty, and 
speclilcally ngainst Reparations and the MIi- 
tary Occupation of the Rhineland, in which 
were implanted the seeds of present deteriora- 
tion, the Labour Party protested with all its 
force. Ita protestn were unheeded by the 
Coalition Government In power. 

In 1924 Labour, as a Government — 
withough a minority Government—had at last 
an opportunity of directly shaping inter- 
national policy. How did it use that oppor- 
tunity? It used It to secure a movement to 
world pence through the Geneva Protocol. 
which would have given the world an inter- 
national system based on arbitration, dis- 
armament, and a properly organised, specific 
and automatic collective security for af] mem- 
bers of the League of Nations, 

A Disarmament Conference was called for 
1925—but Labour was driven from oiMce with 
the fake scare of the Zinoviev Letter, and the 
Conservative Government which succecded it 
dclayed the calling of that conference and 
scrapped the Protocol. 


GAIN, in 1029, a2 Labour Govern- 
ment — although once. more a 
minority Government-—ruled. In 
two years, until 16 was driven from ofMfce in 
another fake scare, this is what It succeeded 
in doing. i 
It secured the evacuation of the Rhincland, 
restored diplomatic and commercial rclations 
with Soviet Russia, negotiated the London 
Treaty of Naval Limitation with the United 
States and Japan, accepted and persuaded a 
jarge number of othor nations to accept com- 
pulsory arbitration in international disputes, 
took the Icad in creating a European Com- 
mission for Economic Co-operation designed 
as'an instrument to remove the cconomic

Conference, which was to mect in February, 
1932, and out of which there scemed every 
prospect of a General Disarmament Treaty. 

Then It was driven from office. The 
“National Government” came into power. 
Under thit Government Japanese areression 
in Manchuria was allowed to go unchecked, 
the Disarmament Conference was wrecked. 

Since then the deterioration in inter- 
mational relations has continued at an almost 
incredible specd. To Jook upon the prospects 
for International appeasement which existed 
in 1931 under o Labour Government and to 
look upon the situation to-day, Is to look 
almost upon two different worlds. 


policy in International affairs has 

demonstrably been proved correct 
on every major issuc, and which in its two 
periods of offiec brought the world nearer to 
peace than ever before or since, that Labour 
now sets out to try to create a greater under- 
standing among the ordinary men and women 
of Britain of what is necessary for peace. 

What then ts necessary—now at_ this 
moment when the danger of war disturbs us 
so terribly? 

Something more than to go almost cap in 
hand to the Fascist Powers, which are the only 
aggressive Powers in the world to-day, and to 
offer to them without conditions, conversations 
which ignore the breaking of all previous 
agreements. 

That is Mr. Chamberlain’s policy. He 
desires peace, but one perceives from his 
speeches that he understands but little of the 
steps necessary to secure it. Mr. Eden, who 
certainly desires peace no less but under- 
stands Forelgn Affairs more, has resigned as 
aso protcst against that policy. 

What is the ordinary man to think? What 
is he to do? What part can he. play in 
shaping a real policy of peacc? cae 

What fs Labour’s policy? It is to establish 


[: is as the realists of peace, whose 


pence and freedom and justice by removing 
from among the nations the root causes of 
international disputes, and to do so by con- 
cillation and arbitration, by political and 
economic co-operntion through the League of 
Nations and by agreements with States which 
are not yet members of the League. 

It holds that there can be no permanent 
peace without recognition of international 
law backed by sufficient force to make that 
Jaw respected by all—and if you want evi- 
dence to support the belief that contempt for 
international law means war, look to Abyssinia 
and to Spain and to China. 

But it holds, too, that a system of law 
cannot prevail if it is divorced from cquity— 
and the evidence for that is to be found in the 
terrible aftermath of the Versailles Treaty. 

It invites all Powers who have grievances 
to state their case. It offers to them through 
@ revitalised League a new system Of political 
security and economic opportunity which will 
provide for alt who are ready to give the poll- 
tical safeguards necessary to guarantee peace 
an equal access to markets and raw materials 
and to colonial development. 

I have children, ns many of you who read 
this article have children. I want a world in 
which they can Mve happy and uscful lives, 
a world in which there will be a place for 
reason and tolerance and all the lovely things 
of the human spirit. A world in which there 
will be fun. .
